bed of the stream. 
This linn nar- 


rowed the river nnd tho action of tho 
water causes the bank to drop on" 
suddenly nt tho edge of the sandbar. 
This far:t combined with the strength 
of the current. Is what causes the 
danger at this point. 
For anyone 


who cannot, swim. It is foolhnr.ilness 
to enter the rlvor here, especially 
during lilgh water.

Insurrec- 
tion In northern Macedonia. 


Gen. Zontchleff, president of the 


revolutionary 
committee, 
and Col. 


.lanl(oIT, Imth of whom .sl^ti the procla- 
mation, have taken the Held to direct 
the revolt. 
They assert they have 


lii.OHO well armed men at their com- 
mand. 


The territory covered by the newly 


proclaimed revolt comprises the dis- 
trict In the valley of the Strtima river. 
It extends from the Ueposlto Dash, or 
Hhodope mountains, westward to the 
Vnrtlar river and northward to the 
Bulgarian frontier. 


Generals in Command. 


Gen. Zniitcliluff will he In command 


of tho northern part of the territory 
and Col. Jankoff In the .southern dis- 
trict. 


Heretofore tho Insurrection has heen 


cor.aned to tho district of Monastlr, 
far to tho west of the river Vardar, 
and to a smaller area cast of Adrian- 
oplo. 


The new Insiit ruction, If It results as 


hoped for, will draw an Immense Tur- 
kish army up to the Bulgarian fron- 
tier, where the danger of a clash with 
the Bulgarian troops will lie avoided 
with 
illlllculty. 
The 
revolutionary 


committee hopes 
to 
force Turkish 


troops to Invade Bulgaria, and thus 
bring on the general war for which 
they have been plotting for so many 
months. 


Select Sultan's Day.

lected for the proclamation of the new 
Insurrection, because It Is the anniver- 
sary of the sultan's accession to his: 
throne, n day observed as a holiday 
throughout the Ottoman empire.

troops In the night -inHsacred the en- 
tire population of 180 men and -110 
women. The Turks have also masBa- 
crcd the Inhabitants of the village 
of Velesl. 


Threatens Massacre. 


It Is reported that Hllml Pasha, the 


Inspector general for Macedonia, re- 
fuses to leave his headquarters In the 
konak at Monastlr. The Insurgent 
leader, rSrueff. In a letter to Hllml 
Pasha, demanded that he prevent the 
liarhnroiiH arts of the Turkish soldiers 
and bashl-ba/.ouks. otherwise tho revo- 
lutionaries would massacre nil the 
Turkish inhabitants.
